Porto Ricans Know What They 


Want and Ask For It. 


ADOPT THE FREE TRADE RESOLUTION 


Officially Declare the Island Is Self. 


Sustaining and Does Not Need tbe 
Tariff Revenues — Governor Allen 
Promptly Signed the Resolution. 
Sow Up to Uncle Sam. 
San Juan, P. R., July 5.—The legis- 


lature of Porto Rico in special joint 
session about three hours, adopted by 
unanimous vote the preliminary reso- 
lution fsiTormg the abrogation of tariff 
duties on exchange of commodities 
between the island and the United 
States. Governor Alien signed the res- 
olution, the announcement of which 
was received with cheers. 


The free trade resolution begins 


"with a preamble in which reference is 
macie At- ration three or the Foraker 
law. The resolutions then continues: 


The Porto Rieau assembly ia extra ses- 


sion and acting pursuant to tbr- infrac- 
tions of congrrss, d<«?s hereby n«rifv- th«: 
president of the l"nlte«l States Usai by rir- 
tce of the HoiLin<K*r a<--t and oilK-r acts it 
has eaacted ajwl pot Sato oj^rratifS a sys- 
tem of local taxation t-j m««t the necessi- 
ties »f insular government, ami it hereby 
directs that a copy of ibis Joini resolu- 
tion be presented to the president of th6 
United States, anil It requests that Gor- 
ernor Allen deliver tb<? resolution in qn^s- 
tloa to President MeKinlcy to tht- end that 
the proclamation may l>e caaC«- bv fcinj. 
and If it shall seem wi-se aad app^ir proper 
to the president of the United States, the 
assembly requests that his proclamation be 
issued Jnly 25. as that <tay !« K-ini: estab- 
lished a legal Porto IMca:: holiday to com- 
memorate the anniversary of the coming 
of the American fiaz. 


Governor Allen personally read a 


message before the assembly in which 
lie reviewed the financial situation of 
the island and showed that Porto Rico 
possessed abundant revenues for its 
need without drawing upon customs 
receipts. Mr. Hollander's report on 
the island's resources from which rev- 
enue could be derived was considered 
sufficiently definite to warrant the 
joint resolution in favor of f--*e trade. 


The resolution was introduced to 


the house by Senor Morales. Mr. Hol- 
land, in a long speech, reviewed the 
•workings of the new tax law and ex- 
plained the new system of taxation. 
He said: "Present conditions make 
this joint resolution possible, and the 
insular assembly can henceforth dis- 
pense with the revenues accruing 
from Porto Rican customs." Several 
other speeches were made. 


This action of the assembly is con- 


sidered to be the most important 
taken by it since the inauguration of 
Governor Allen.

commons an acrimonious discussion 
arose between the radicals and the 
government on the South African war. 
Lloyd George and others violently de- 
nouncing the government war policy. 
William Redmond, Nationalist, re-

Mr. Broderick. the war secretary, 
amid continual disorder and Interrup- 
tion from the Irish benches, reproach- 
ed the pro-Boer radicals with prolong 
Ing the war by encouraging the Boers 
to a vain resistance.

•was observed among United States 
troops by a field day at Camp Colum- 
bia, where there wasa large attend- 
ance of Americans and Cubans. All 
the military offices were closed.

Washington, July 5.—The president 


spent the greater part of the Fourth 
with Mrs. McKiniey. Secretary Hitch- 
cock was the oaly caller on business, 
and the day was exceptionally quiet 
at the executive mansion. 


Reception In Rome. 


Rome, July 5.—A brilliant independ- 


ence reception was held by the United 
States charge d'affaires, Lewis M. Id- 
dings, and was attended by a number 
of distinguished persons. 


Torpedo Boat Exploded. 


Cadiz, Spain, July 5.—During prac- 


tice a torpedo boat exploded, killing 
an ofllcer and two sailors and injuring 


others.
